A GRAND RALLY. 


Glorious Democratic Meeting 
at Pasadena. 


TWO 
SUCCESSFUL 
SPEECHES. 


The Iroquois Club’s Arrangem ents. 
A Special 
T rain—A Large 
Attendance. 


The Democratic excursion and rally at 
Pasadena last night was a glorioua suc­ 
cess. It waa gotten up under the auspices 
of the Iroquoia Club and the immediate 
direction of Mr. Sid Lacey, who appointed 
as a committee of arrangements, Messrs. 
D. J. Tobin, T. J. McCarthy, P. J. Mac- 
Manus, Stewart and Dr. ChoRte. These 
gentlemen left nothing nndone to insure 
the success of the turnout, and to their 
untiring efforts the thanks of all inter­ 
ested are due. A special train was char­ 
tered and a t7o’clock, the hour appointed 
for the start, a goodly throng, numbering 
many ladies, had assembled at the First- 
street depot and boarded the cars that 
were in waiting. But the host was to 
come. 
A procession had been formed 
up town, and soon the glare of hundreds 
of flambeaux were seen in the distance, 
and, marching to the music of Doh’s 
band, came the representative Democracy 
of Lob Angeles. 
The four passenger 
coaches failed to furnish accommodations 
for all, and as the train steamed out of 
the station, ringiug cheers went up from 
the crowd assembled at the depot, and 
met with a hearty response from all on 
board. 
At the Downey Avenue depot 
another contingent was in waiting, head­ 
ed by the Plata Fina Club of East Los 
Angeles, and wben they were all aboard 
the 
party numbered fully 500. 
As 
the train sped through 
the 
inter­ 
vening country on the way to Pasadena it 
met with a glowing reception from the 
many settlements. 
At Lincoln Park a 
large bonfire was burning and here the 
train stopped and another detachment 
crowded on, beaded by the well-known 
figure of Major Patton. As Pasadena 
came in Bight an indication of what was 
to be was given. 
The depot was aglow 
witli lights and when (he train pulled up 
it was evident that the whole city had 
turned out. The crowd extended far 
back in a dense mass and the square was 
lit up by the torches of the Pasadena 
Democratic Club, who cheered lustily as 
the visitors alighted. A procession was 
soon formed and the grand parade began. 
The Reliance Club of this city under 
command of President W. L. Price, 
marched in the lead, its members being 
all uniformed and makiflg a very fine 
showing. Then came Doh’s band, fol­ 
lowed by the Iroquois Club, headed by 
Sid. Lacey and Major Patton. A canvas 
on which was painted a huge rooster was 
borne aloft by Henry Schwanecke, and 
preceded the standard of the organiza­ 
tion under which marched a body of 
good sterling Democrats. Then came a 
carriage in which was seated the orators 
of the evening, Lieutenant-Governor S. 
M. White ana the Hon. R. F. Del Valle 
and Judge Eaton and Mr. John Moriarty. 
The Pasadena Club was next in line, and 
is evidently a very strong organization, 
for those who marched under its colors 
numbered over a hundred. The city 
band 
was 
next 
and 
the column 
wound up with a good detachment 
of “irregulars,” who were, however, as 
enthusiastic as any in the line. The 
route taken was through the principal 
thoronghfares and all those who were 
not in the procession were certainly in 
the crowds that lined the sidewalks and 
shouted approvingly from the windows 
of buildings overlooking the scone as the 
irocession went by. Colored fires were 
lighted all along the line of march and 
added a weird effect, while the lnsty 
cheers that were given in one voice for 
Cleveland and Thurman thrilled the 
hearts of all who bad the good luck to be 
•resent. The objective point was the 
iaymarket, 
and 
here 
a 
grand 
stand had been erected, affording, in 
addition to a vantage ground for the 
speakers, seating accommodation 
for 
hundreds of which the ladies present 
were glad to avail themselves. 


AT T1IK H AYM ARKET. 
The clearing was soon well filled, and 
various estimates of the numbers present 
figure that the attendance numbered be­ 
tween 3,000 and 4,000. The stage was 
occupied by the officers of the evening 
and a number of prominent Democrats, 
among whom could be eeen nearly all 
the candidates on the city and county 
ticket. It was 8 :30 when Mr. Auchen- 
paugh of the County Central Committee 
rapped on the table and the meeting 
came to order. Judge B. S. Eaton of 
South Pasadena was called to the chair 
and Mr. J. M. Shawhan appointed to the 
honorary position of Secretary. 
Judge 
Eaton in a few well chosen words ex­ 
pressed his gratification at being called 
upon to preside over such a magnificent 
meeting, and then introduced as the 
first speaker of the evening the Hon. R. 
F. Del Valle. 
When the gentleman 
named advanced to the front the enthu­ 
siasm of the gathering broke bounds. 
Cheering both loud and prolonged rent 
the air, and a call for “Three cheers 
for 
Del 
Valle!” 
were 
responded 
to 
with 
a 
will. 
When 
quietude 
was 
finally 
obtained, 
Mr. 
Del 
Valle commenced what proved to be a 
very telling address. He spoke in his 
best &tyle, warming to his work in a man­ 
ner that kept his auditors in a state of 
indescribable enthusiasm, and it was with 
difficulty that he was able to conclude, 
as cries “Go on!” “ Go on!” rang out 
whenever he spoke of resuming his seat. 
He first expressed his gratification at 
seeing such an outpouring at Pasadena, 
and then explained that he had not come 
to fight with any one or any party, but 
simply to speak of matters in which 
every patriotic citizen should be inter­ 
ested. “The hour has passed,” he said, 
for entering into a scrutiny of the 
issue before us, and thank God the time 
has come when one of the weapons of the 
Republican party has gone down and the 
bloody shirt has sunk into the ignomin­ 
ious grave for ever. 
The tariff issue 
arises from the prosperous condition of 
the country. The present tariff was born 
through the misfortunes of our country. 
At the same time income and property 
taxes were declared, but these were soon 
abolished because they affected the in­ 
terests of the millionaires and monopo­ 
lists 
so 
nothing 
was 
left 
but 
the tariff under which we now live. 
When the question of the surplus was 
brought up and the Democrats proposed 


to settle it by a reduction of the tariflT 
the Republicans objected, saying that 
such a procedure was a step toward free 
trade. No sooner, however, was the 
Mills bill introduced and they saw that 
the Democrats were getting control of 
voters than they brought out a tariff bill 
of their own, and said that » reduc­ 
tion 
of 
the tariff was necessary. 
The President’s message which brought 
up this issue tells you that It is necessary 
to reduce the taxes, andno do this the 
best possible way is to lower the chaifpys 
on our necessities and leave them on our 
luxuries. But the Republicans come'úp 
with a great cry of “ protect our infant 
industries.” Now what are our infant 
industries ? I suppose Carnegie and his 
iron syndicate is one of them, the 
who makes $5,000 a day and compels his 
workmen to support 
themselves on 
87 cents a day. 
Then there is tin. The 
Democrats want to remove the tax alto­ 
gether because there is is little or no tin 
produced in this country, but the Repub- 
publicans want to keep it on because 
there is a possibility that some day a tin 
mine will be discovered somewhere in 
this country. 
An infant industry is one 
that pertains to a country and can only 
be developed by the exertion of its 
owners 
and 
the attention 
of 
the 
Government. 
We have 
one here— 
the orange industry—and let us see 
how the Republicans want to protect it. 
Why they are desirous of making a big 
reduction in the tariff on oranges, and 
they do this so that they can get a hit a 
Florida.” 
“ Let us now take up the question of 
the Presidency. Four years ago the na­ 
tion called to the executive chair a 
who had shown his courage, honesty and 
intelligence during bis encumbency as 
Governor of New York. His official 
rule has been a golden one and all they 
can say against his actions is that he 
has vetoed so manv pension bills. But 
they do not 
tell 
you 
that there 
hae never before been a President of the 
United States who has signed so many 
bills for the widow, the decrepit soldier 
and the orphan as Grover Cleveland.” 
Mr. Del Valle then took up the Mur­ 
chison letter and pointed out how ridicu­ 
lous it was to think that the nation 
would be influenced by the statements of 
Sackville-West, who waa simplv express­ 
e s own opinion.

upon, and then £e turned to the Chinese 
question and scored Harrison terribly 
on his Chinese record.

As the orator resumed his seat the 
Hon. S. M. White mounted the steps 
that led to the platform, and as he came 
into public view and was recognized an­ 
other wild burst of excitement occurred. 
His introduction by Judge Eaton only 
furthered the 
excitement, and 
Mr. 
White was unable to proceed for fully a 
minute. Wben at last his clarion voice 
asserted itself, a deep silence came over 
the assemblage, and was only interrupt­ 
ed by the bursts of applause that from 
time 
to time marked 
the 
telling 
points in the eloquent oration. 
Mr. 
White plunged very speedily into the J 
work before him and waa soon explain­ 
ing the benefits of the Mills Bill. 8peak- 
ing of the fact that on wool the tax on 
the raw material is double as much as 
ou the manufactured article, he said that 
the result is the American manufacturer 
cannot compete with the other nations 
of the world. He pointed out the good 
results attending tne removal of the 
tax on hides, and then ridiculed the idea 
of the Democrats wanting free trade. 
“The present tariff,” sala Mr. White, 
“carries duties of 49.9 Der cent, and the 
Mills bill wants to reduce this by Beven. 
According to my arithmetic, this would 
leave a fraction over 42 per cent duty, 
but the Republicans calculate that seven 
from forty-nine leaves nothing. It re­ 
minds me of a doctor who, when­

Mr. White then spoke of the able ad­ 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland,and allud­ 
ing to his having restored forty million 
of acres to the commonwealth, said that 
by this action 12,000 men in this part of 
the country have filed homestead and 
redemption claims as monuments of the 
redemption by Grover Cleveland of the

Harrison, Mr. White said that the 
promises he now made were given 
under duress and that when Harrison 
was called upon to choose between the 
people and a Chinaman, he chose the 
Chinaman, and should the people choose 
him now?

Report of the West Sewer­ 
age System. 


THE PAVING OF FIRST STREET. 


Ckief Benedict's Salary 
Discussed 
and Finally Passed—Fran­ 
chises Granted. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Humphreys in the Chair, 
and Councilmen Hanley, Cohn, Lovell, 
Teed, Book, Hiller, Boebyshell, Barrett, 
Collins, Mathews and Gibbs present. 
Mr. Bosbyshell asked that Mr. Sinsa- 
bangh’s leave of absence be continued. 
Granted. 
Mayor Workman called attention to 
the condition of the tracks of the street 
railway companies on Main, Spring, 
P in t, Fort and Second streets. In a 
number of instances the tracks are above 
the grade of the paved streets, so as to 
make it dangerous for vehicles to cross, 
and he asked that the Los Angeles Cable 
Railroad Company, the Main-street and 
Agricultural Park and the Second-street 
Railroad Company be notified to place 
their tracks flush with the surface of the 
streets, according to their franchises. 
He also asked that the Second-street 
Railroad Company be requested to pave 
at once between its tracks and for two 
feet on each 
side 
between 
Spring 
and Main streets. 
Recommendations 
adopted. 
Mayor Workman sent in a message 
stating that he had been served with a 
writ of mandate by Joseph Sheerer to 
compel him to fix a bond for the contract 
of the paving of First street, and he 
asked that the City Attorney be in­ 
structed to answer for him on November 
5th. He had already fixed a bond for 
Contractor Austin by direction of Judge 
O’Melveny, and did not feel at liberty to 
fix a second bond. The message con­ 
tinuing, says: “I wish to state in this 
connection that Mr. Sheerer’s course 
since the award of contract was made 
to him and the latter taken from him 
under the provisions of the Vrooman 
act, by A. M. Austin, representing a 
majority of the property owners on First 
street, has been one of continual legal 
filibustering, which has so far delayed 
this important and very necessary work 
that looks now as if its completion will 
be deferred a long time. The City At­ 
torney and myself have made repeated 
efforts to compromise the difficulty be­ 
tween Messrs. Austin and Sheerer,* and 
one agreement arrived at was accepted 
as satisfactory by all parties, but next 
day Mr. Sheerer again refused to abide 
by it. I think tbat the best public 
good will be subserved hereafter by 
your 
honorable 
bodv, 
refusing 
to 
entertain any more of Mr. Sheerer’s bids 
for public work which under section 5 of 
the Vrooman act you have the right to 
do. Mr. Sheerer’s delinquency in com­ 
pleting his Main-street paving contract 
is well known to you. Mr. Austin is 
ready with material and a force of men 
to at once begin the work, but is threat­ 
ened with an in junction from Mr. Sheerer. 
The property owners are very anxious to 
have the paving done at once before the 
heavy rains begin, and Mr. Austin prom­ 
isee to complete it within seventy-five 
days if allowed to go ahead. I request, 
therefore, that you give this matter your 
immediate ana mo3t serious considera­ 
tion.” 
Captain Barrett asked that the matter 
be laid over a week, so that he could 
post himself, but he suggested that the 
recommendation in relation to the City 
Attorney be adopted. So ordered. 
Mr. Book thought that the Council 
should find who it was that was delaying 
the work, and then he should be in­ 
formed that he could have no more city 
work. 
Street Superintendent Baldwin said 
that he had awarded the contract as 
directed by Judge O’Melveny. 
Mr. Cohn called attention’ to the fact 
that the assessment for the work on 
First street would cost more than one 
half of the city assessment, and the city 
would be liable for a part of the cost of 
the work. 
Mr. Collins said that if the property 
owners had not meddled in the matter 
the work would be under way at the pre­ 
sent time. They had stepped in with a 
contractor who had taken the contract at 
the same price as that at which the 
Council had awarded it. 
The matter was laid over. 
Mr. J. D. Bethune, representing a large 
number of property owners 
on Pico 
street, asked that some action be taken 
to remove the poles along the street. The 
cars were not running, and over a year 
ago the company bad agreed to remove 
the poles. This had not been done, and 
he asked that the Street Superintendent 
be instructed to immediately remove the 
poles. Referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 
Captain Barrett offered the following 
report of the Special Sewer Committee: 
We, your com m ittee appointed for the p u r­ 
pose of going to A tlantic City, New Jersey, to 
Investigate th e West 8ewage System, and re­ 
port opon th e proposition o f the Pacific Bewage 
C om pany, th a t was m ade by them to th e C itvof 
Io s Angeles to take the sewage from the city, 
beg leave to report, First. T hat on our way, we 
stopped at Chicago and visited and exam ined 
th e sewage system at P ullm an, where we were 
given all th e Inform ation possible to be given 
by Mr. Dotly, th e engineer in charge of Mr. 
P u llm an ’s business. We found the system very 
oom plete as to the deodorizing of the sewer 
gas. We then, in connection with th e Hon. E. 
P. Bpence, proceeded to A tlantic city, w here we 
found the West System in full w orking order 
and operation. We have m ade a careful ex­ 
am ination of all its w orkings, m ade diligent 
inquiry of all th e hotels w hich are running, 
also consulted w ith th e m em bers of th e Board 
of H ealth and some of th e m ost prom inent 
irtiyslclaaa and citizens of A tlantic City, and 
they are all of one opinion, and th at is, th at 
th e - West 
.System 
is 
one 
of 
th e 
best 
in existence. 
Second. 
We 
found 
A tlantic City, a very difficult city to sewer 
from th e fact th at the w ater in m ost parts of the 
city was w ithin 18 Inches to 3 feet of th e sur­ 
face and are satisfied th at no other system 
could be used so successfully as th e W est sys­ 
tem . T hird. 1 our Committee, after all of our 
exam inations, w ould m ost respectfully recom ­ 
m end th at the proposition of the Pacific Sewage 
Com pany be accepted and the City Attorney 
lnetructed to d raft a contract with th e company 
in accordance w ith th eir propositions as soon 
as th e Pacific Bewage Company m ake a satis­ 
factory show ing th a t th e patents, etc , are all 
rig h t and satlafactory. 
We would further rec­ 
om m end th at th e Pacific 8ew<ge Company be 
required to give an indem nifying bond (the 
am onnt to be fixed by your honorable body) for 
th e faithful perform ance on th eir p art of this 
contract, an a th at th e interests of th e city be 
fn liy guarded. 
Messrs. Lovell, Boebyshell and Cap­ 
tain Barrett explained the working of the 
Sstem and the report was referred to the 
iwer Committee to report upon at next 
meeting. 


A flrrn ssD Session. 
At the convening of the Council at 1:30 
o’clock, the report of the Finance Com­ 
mittee was taken up and adopted. 
It 
was recommended that the city purchase 
from the publisher 150 copies of the 
Great Remeter, containing the names of 
the city electors only. Adopted. Recom- 
■ended that the number of sprinkling 


cart* be reduced to thirty-five. Adopted. 
A bill for special police for the circus 
was brought up for discussion. 
Mr. 
Cohn had refused to sign it in the com­ 
mittee, and the other members of the 
c >mmittee had signed. 
Mr. Cohn said 
tbat he did not think it right to paas the 
bill, for the reason that the circus owner 
had offered to pay for the police. 
The 
bill was laid aside and afterwards passed. 
The bill of the Citv*Auditor was laid 
aside, as it contained the salary of Chief 
Benedict. 
Mr. Cohn had endorsed the 
bill to the effect that the name of Chief 
Benedict should not have gone on the 
pay roll, as he had not been duly elected 
Captain Barrett moved that warrants 
be drawn for all the rest of the salaries 
except that of Chief Benedict, as he was 
satisfied that he 
was not regularly 
elected, acid he wanted time to make up 
his mind and look into the matter. 
Mr. Cohn said that Chief Benedict had 
not been elected as be had not received 
a majority vote of the Council. If six 
votes coaid elect, then seven votes could 
discharge him. 
Mr. Book moved that the whole pay 
roll be laid over until Captain Barrett 
had made up his mind. 
Mr. Cohn asked Mr. Humphreys to 
point oat some action of the Council 
authorizing the auditor to put Chief 
Benedict on the pay roll. 
Mr. Humphreys said that Chief Bene­ 
dict was just as much entitled to his pay 
as any one else on the roll. 
Mr. Collins said he objected to such a 
coercive policy as that proposed by Mr. 
Book. 
He had said at the time of the 
election that he would not vote for Chief 
Benedict’s pay as he did not believe be 
had been properly elected. 
Mr. Boebyshell said he saw no reason 
why every other officer should remain 
unpaid because an objection was made 
to Chief Benedict. It was too much 
like child’s play. 
Mr. Book withdrew his motion. 
Mr. Humphreys said he should not 
vote to pay the rest of the officers of the 
city, bat Captain Barrett’s motion was 
carried unanimously. 
Mr. Lovell moved that Chief Benedict 
be placed on the salary roll. 
Mr. Collins said that he objected to the 
action of Mayor Workman in appointing 
Chief Benedict and thought that the ap­ 
pointment ought to have been made by 
the Council. 
Mayor Workman said that he had 
acted under the charter and bad ap­ 
pointed Chief Benedict for Mr. Caddy’s 
unexpired term subject to confirmation 
by the Council. 
Mr. Gibbs wanted to know what the 
unexpired term was. 
Mayor Workman said he considered 
the unexpired term to be the balance of 
the year. 
Captain Barrett said tbat Mr. Cuddv 
had been elected at the pleasure of the 
Council and that there was therefore no 
unexpired term. 
Mr. Lovell’s motion was carried by a 
vote of 7 to 5. 
The Sicbel street grading matter came 
op, and a representative of the property 
owners protested, saying that the biil for 
grading the street about a mile and a 
quarter was about $20,000. The property 
owners did not object to the price, but 
they aeked that the work be done right. 
The specifications 
required that the 
curbs be backed by gravel. This had 
not been done, and the contractor had 
said that it was not the practice to put 
gravel there. 
The sidewalks had not 
been properly rolled, nor had the gravel 
been rammed, as required. The cobble- 
gutters had not been properly laid, and 
many of the stones had been dislodged 
already. The contractor had submitted 
that the cobbles had been pulled out by 
the band. If the contractors had been 
supposed to go by the specifications, then 
the work had been done wrong. 
The contractor claimed that the street 
had been properly graded and most of 
the property owners had already paid. 
Mr. Cohn said that the work had been 
properly done, and he moved that the 
action of the Superintendent of Streets 
in accepting the same be sustained. 
Carried. 
Mayor Workman asked for the power 
to appoint special police for election dav. 
Captain Barrett moved that he be al­ 
lowed to appoint forty specials for the 
election. Carried. 
An ordinance reducing the water rateB 
for irrigation one half was read and 
adopted. 
Mr. Collins moved that the time for 
the payment of city taxes be extended 
to November 20th. Carried, and the 
City Attorney was instructed to prepare 
an ordinance to this effect to be present­ 
ed next Monday. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published in the H e r a l d , was 
read and adopted. 
It was decided in the matter of the 
protest against the construction of a new 
line into the city from Santa Monica by 
the S. P. R. R. that the Council should 
visit the land as a committee of the 
whole on Thursday morning, at which 
time it was said that the property owners 
would be notified to be present. 
Mr. Hawley moved that the City Gard- 
oer expend not more than 9230 in piping 
water in and about the Kasi Los Angeles 
Park. Carried. 
Mr. Gibbs said that the expressman 
and carriages obstructed the passageway 
and he moved that the Chief of Police 
b3 instructed to have them moved to the 
east side of the Plaza. 
Carried. 
Mr. Gibbs moved that the City Attor­ 
ney draw an ordinance reducing the li­ 
cense of shooting galleries to $5 per 
month. Adopted. 
Mr. Collins presented a petition from 
Justice King, asking that Mr. E. Langley 
Jones, his clerk, be placed on the sal­ 
ary roll. 
Referred to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
t The matter of the franchise for the 
Vemon-street Railway Company came 
up. The franchise was granted. 
The petition of the San Gabriel Rapid 
Transit Co. for a franchise acrosB several 
streets was read and the franchise was 
unanimously granted. 
Mr. Collins said as there were so many 
important matters to come before the 
Council this year, and to prevent further 
discussion he would move that Chief 
Benedict be allowed his salary. Carried 
unanimously. 
Permission was granted the contract­ 
ors to build an incline to the river bed at 
Seventh street. 
* 
The following petitions were received 
and referred to the proper committees: 
From A. Workman, representing that 
his assessment on property on Boyle 
avenue was excessive as compared with 
the property adjoining, owned by Mayor 
W. H. Workman. Petitioner’s property 
was assessed at $1,200 per acre, and that 
of Mayor Workman at $211 per acre. 
Petitioner therefore asked for a rebate. 
From George W. Frasher, for a sewer on 
San Pedro street; from Wm. A. Bell et 
al., to change the name of Heilman 
street to Athena street; from J. R. Payne 
et al., asking for an incline to the nver 
bed at Seventh street; from Miss Dora 
Jones, for a rebate on taxes for paving 
of Spring street; from Louis Phillips et 
al., for rebate on paving of Spring street; 
from Holden & Jay, to excavate nnder 
sidewalk; from H. Lusskind et al., to 
improve Loe Angeles street; from C. H.

He Btated 
his position, and explained what he pro­ 
posed to do if the funds of the county 
were placed in l.is hands, and how he 
would distribute them. 
The General 
has many friends in El Monte, and his 
remarks were attentively listened to by 
his hearers. 
Mr. C. E. J. White, candidate for 
County Auditor, was then presented. 
His Bpeech, like himeelf, was short, hut 
to the point. 
He stated how anxiously 
he sought the nomination, how delighted 
when he got it, but how much more de­ 
lighted be would be should his friends 
elect him to that honorable and respon­ 
sible position, and that he would u?e his 
best endeavors to give general satisfac­ 
tion if elected.

I n dianapolis, Ind., October 18.—The 
Republicans of Indiana are not in a con­ 
tented fram e of mind. There is trouble 
in the camp, and the outlook is discour­ 
aging. 
Reports have been coming in 
from all over the State during the past 
week that the Republican leaders were 
paying bills for all the hurrah busi­ 
ness th at has agitated the State since the 
campaign opened. Unusual activity and 
taciturnity have developed around Re­ 
publican headquarters this week. In 
spite of the pelting rain, General H arri­ 
son has called at the new Dennison every 
day, and has remained closeted with the 
magnates for hours at a time. 
He wears 
a wearied, depressed, haunted look that 
has only come since Mr. Blaine made his 
appearance in the State. And it has 
come out within a day or two that 
financial worriment is the cause of Gen­ 
eral H arrison’s anxiety, and that his 
visits to the new Dennison have been 
for the purpose of assisting the State 
Committee in their arduous efforts to 
raise funds to carry on the campaign 
work.; 
These dispatches have already touched 
upon the strained relations between the 
Indiana State Republican Committee 
and the National Republican Committee. 
The m atter is really more serious than 
th a t appears on the surface. 
The clique 
th a t 
defrauded Gresham out of the 
delegates and secured the nomination 
for H arrison, headed by John C. New, 
W . W. Dudley and Attorney-General 
M ichener, made a distinct and positive 
pledge at Chicago that Indiana would 
take care of itself during the campaign.

Up to w ithin a m onth Indiana took care 
of herBelf. 
The senselesa excursions 
were made a feature, and thousands of 
dollars were expended to bring people to 
Indianapolis to shake General HarriBon 
by the hand. A million and a half litho­ 
graphs of General Harrison were printed 
an a scattered throughout the State. The 
brass band hurrah followed, giving to 
the frightened Democrats the impression 
th a t the campaign, so far as the Repub­ 
licans were concerned, was to be one of 
boundless extravagance. 
B ut a change soon occurred. County 
after county begged for money to settle 
th e bills for printing, for fireworks, for 
carriage and wagon hire, for the hundred 
and one little necessaries of a political 
campaign.

Some of the Democratic leaders are 
very sceptical over this reported finan­ 
cial em barrassm ent of the Republican 
committee, and regard it as only a ruse 
to throw the Democrats off their guard, 
and to enable the Republicans to buila 
a large fund with which to capture the 
floating vote on election day.

The 
law requires that no precinct shall carry 
more than 300 voters, and the State be­ 
tween seventeen and eighteen hundred 
precincts. 
Necessarily every precinct 
must 
swell 
over 
its 
limit 
be­ 
tween 
the periods 
of 
taking the 
census. 
There is nothing to prevent 
a “ snowflake,” as 
the repeater is 
called here, from falling down at a 
polling place and when his vote is chal­ 
lenged having it sworn in with the aid of 
any one who owns property. It is easier 
to repeat in Indiana than it is to vote. 
Both parties are closely watching the 
Southern and Southwestern borders of 
the State, for from those sections “ snow­ 
flakes” fall more numerously at any 
price from $2 to $5 a “ flake.” 
The Prohibitionists in Indiana are 
quiet, but are conducting an effective 
campaign. 
In 188b they polled 9,185 
votes, and predict this year 15,000. Two 
years ago they had organizations in only 
fifty-one of 
the ninety-two counties. 
This year they are organized in all but 
eight counties. They have on their rolls 
nearly twenty thousand names, but all 
these are not of voters. They are m ak­ 
ing a systematic and vigorous campaign 
in all the Republican districts, particu­ 
larly in those where Judge G resham ’s 
strength is greatest. 
One prominent 
Gresham m an has contributed $500 to 
the Prohibition fund, more than any 
Greshamite has givfen to the Harrison 
cause.—[N. Y. World. 


CONNECTICUT 
IS 
DEMOCRATIC. 


B u t B r ib e r y 
a n d 
C o e r c io n 
m a y

H a r t fo r d , Conn., October 18.—An 
Indiana politician coming into this State 
just now would see a system of cam­ 
paign new to him , and would wonder 
how the Nutmeg population expected to 
settle the great question of the coming 
election with so little noise, so little 
savagery and so little rabid personal 
abuse. There is no personal equanimity 
on all sides. 
The machinery of Con­ 
necticut election is an unpareileled od­ 
dity. The safe-guards placed around the 
ballot-box are all the purest reformer 
could wish. The interm inable red tape 
that m ust be gone through with before a 
voter is declared “ made” defies coloniza­ 
tion and kindred devices. 
But in its 
good |8traight-laced Puritan way Con­ 
necticut has developed an iron-clad m a­ 
chine which three 
generations have 
vainly tried to dismember and which 
nothing short of a divine wrath can ever 
break. 
The State and its officers are at 
the mercy of sm all towns, where the 
Republicans, who never change, who 
don’t care to read the Mills bill, and who 
think the war is still in progress, live 
and vote. This rotten borough system 
has been described again and again. In 
the history of kthe State there are re­ 
corded no more dismal nor ridiculous 
failures than the efforts to do away with 
this constitutional gerrymander. 
The Prohibitionists, except b,000 votes 
in the State, and the most conservative 
outside estim ates allow them from 4,000 
to 5,000. 
They are especially 
bitter 
against Morgan G. Bulkley, the Repub­ 
lican candidate for Governor, whom they 
consider a friend and ally of the saloon. 
Y et by voting the Prohibition State 
ticket they are certain to render a ma­ 
jority impossible, and send the question 
into the Legislature for decision, which 
would only mean Bulkley’s certain elec­ 
tion. A most prominent Prohibitionist, 
and one who once held high rank in the 
Republican party, said to-day: 
“ This is a quandary that confronts us, 
and I know many men like myself who 
are inclined to vote for the Democratic 
candidate, Luzon B. M orris.” 
Mr. Buckley is President of the .Etna 
Insurance Company, and his barrel is 
deep beyond sounding. 
State issues in 
Connecticut will have but small bearing 
on the vote for the National ticket, ana 
all the leading Democrats accessible here 
are confident that though the fight is 
mightv close, Cleveland’s plurality will 
not fall below 2,000. They are not mak­ 
ing wild guesses, either, but calculate 
the result coolly and upon a matter-of- 
fact basis. The Prohibition organization 
throughout the State is by far the most 
thorough that party has ever had, and 
so far as the National ticket is concerned 
will, if stubbornlv maintained, result in 
a solid vote of 5,000. 
In 1884 1,686 voters in the State went 
for Ben Butler, 
drawing, of course, 
largely from Democratic sources. 
The 
restoration of these, and in great part of 
the IriBh-American vote which was lured 
by Blaine, and the retention, which ft 
asserted upon the most reliable author­ 
ity, of more than half of the Independ­ 
ent Mugwump elem ent in the State, 
gives hope of Democratic success. 
Chairman W. H . Barn urn, who yester- 
terday passed through the city, expressed 
himself in private conversation as confi­ 
dent that the S tatf was safe for Cleve­ 
land. 
A. E. Burr, of tne Times, one of 
the oldest Democrats in Connecticut, said 
to-day: 
“ Outside of the downright bribery and 
the coercion of workmen by Republican 
employers, I believe the Republicano 
have no hope of arresting defeat here. It 
is a Democratic State. That they are 
better equipped than we with the sinews 
of w ar, there can be no doubt, but the 
actual results to be accomplished there­ 
with are not to be accomplished at this 
stage. 
As for coercion, the pay envelope 
is not widely used in this State, at least 
not in large manufacturing localities. 
The work is done in other ways, and if 
the employees of all small factories were 
assured that there would be no ‘spotter’ 
at the polls to watch them vote, it would 
alter the complexion of the returns very 
largely. 
“ Still, I do not think the effects of 
coercion can be reckoned 
as 
much 
greater than in 1884, when all attem pts 
were made to spread the belief that if 
Cleveland was elected the shops would 
be shut down. 
The tariff scaro has, in 
my opinion, spent its force in this State. 
The workmen know that the Mills bill 
does not mean free trade, and the most 
beneficial Democratic campaign docu­ 
m ent in vogue here is the lull text of the 
bill.” 
The political meetings which for a 
week had ceased on account of rain are 
all in progress here to-night, and the 
clubs are marching about in a decorous 
sort of way. There is a peculiar quietude 
about all the campaigning, but the im-. 
mense audiences at all speechmakings 
show the intense interest that underlies 
it all. The chief complaint of Democrats 
is that the committees in charge of the 
campaign have not sent hither enough 
apostles who know the people’s needs.—

R ep u b lican S enate thought th ey could

being grave in th e ex tre m e , th e P resi­

R epublican Senators th o u g h t to refuse 
th is w ould “ beat C leveland,” an d , th ere ­ 
fore, refused to pass th e R etaliation bill. 
A m erican labor h as been agitated for 
years over C hinese im m igration, which 
th reaten s to p ut every toiler in th is land 
on starvation w ages. 
Tim e a n d again 
efforts to obtain relief h ave been m ade, 
b d t to little or no purpose. 
T he A dm in­ 
istratio n negotiated a treaty w ith C hina 
w hich th e E m peror w as ready to ratify 
a t once. 
It w en t to th e Senate, an d once 
m ore th ese patriots th ought they saw a 
chance in th is “ to defeat C leveland, 
an d 
forthw ith 
proceeded 
to

Sir Sackville Expected to be 
Withdrawn. 


T H E P R E S ID E N T S OPINIONS. 


C orrespondence B etw een P helps and 
B ay a rd K ept S ecret—The 
L ondon P ress. 


lA aoctated Press Dispatches to th e H e ra ld . I 


N e w Y o r k , October 29.—A W ashing­ 
ton special Bays: That the United Slates 
Government has taken such "steps as will 
certainly result in the retirem ent of Sir 
Backville West from office as British 
Minister is beyond doubt. This is about 
the only statem ent concerning the oat- 
come of Lord Sackviile’s unw arranted, 
im pertinent meddling in the pending po­ 
litical canvass th at can be made on posi­ 
tive authority here. In all other par­ 
ticulars everybody conversant with the 
facts m aintains discreet and studied si­ 
lence or speaks evasively. 
In spite of the disinclination on the 
part ofbthe authorities to talk, there is 
■till every reason to believe that this 
Government will not dem and the recall 
of Sir Sackville. It has not gone so far, 
the simple reason being that it expects 
to see the British M inister take his leave 
without putting the U nited States to the 
necessity of making such a dem and. It 
is known in high Government circles 
th a t the opinion held after the plain fact 
of the Minister’s correspondence with 
the undiscovered MurchiBon had been 
laid before H er M ajesty’s Government 
the only one coarse would be to call Sir 
Sackville home. 
It is thought by some that Lord Salis­ 
bury may possibly perm it Sir Sackville 
to resign, in consideration of the fact 
th at he has served his Government more 
than forty years before making such a 
colossal blunder; but that would 6imply 
be a more considerate way of ordering 
h is recall, and the result would be the 
■ame. The plain facte are now in Lord 
Salisbury’s possession, and the Ameri­ 
can authorities confidently await the in­ 
evitable retirem ent of Sir Sackville that 
m ast follow. 
M inister West absolutely declines to 
affirm or deny tbe truth of the large 
num ber of rumors that have found their 
way into print. The impression created 
by his refusal is that he has instructions 
from his government to that effect. The 
most he would say was that the gener­ 
ality of the published rumors surprised 
him very much. 


T H E 
C L E V E L A N D 
IN T E R V IE W . 


T h e Presiden t Speaks 
R eserved ly 
A b o u t th e W est A ffa ir . 
N ew Y o r k , October 2 9 .— The World 
this morning prints a long interview 
with the President. W hen asked as to 
the truth of the statements printed on 
Sunday, and as to the nature of the con­ 
ference held in New York on Saturday, 
the President smiled and Baid: 
“ The 
statem ent, as a whole, was very mis­ 
leading.” He did meet Pat Collins and 
John Boyle O’Reilly, but it was for an­ 
other purpose altogether than that al­ 
leged in the paper publishing the report. 
He said that the Sackville-West matter 
was talked of but very briefly, as was 
also the extradition treaty. 
The Presi­ 
dent did not feel at liberty to say what 
action the Government would take, but 
when the facts became known the people 
would feel satisfied. 
The correspondent asked the President 
if he thought the publication of the West 
letter would be likely to have any effect 
on the result of the coming election. The 
reply of the President was very guarded: 
“ It is quite impossible,” saia he, “ for 
m e to judge accurately, but I have con­ 
fidence in the intelligence of the people 
of the United States, and I do not think 
they will be misled by an episode of this 
character.” 
“ If it be a fair question, Mr. President, 
w hat is your opinion of the propriety 
of the British Minister writing such a 
letter ?” 
||T h e President paused a moment before 
replying, and then said, choosing his 
words carefully: “ I do not think I care 
to criticise the action of the M inister in 
the case. Our estimation of it is a 
m atter which has been officially com­ 
m unicated by the State Department to 
the British G overnm ent.” 
“ There is another question, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, no less delicate, that I should like 
to ask you. 
W hat motive impelled the 
British Ambassador to so transcend the 
ordinary diplomatic usages?” 
The President hesitated somewhat be­ 
fore replying. He did not make a direct 
answer, but said : “ I cannot comprehend 
how any one with the least intelligence 
could have failed to understand the full 
intent of the letter of inquiry. It con­ 
tains a trap in every line. Compared 
w ith this the Morey letter was insignfi- 
cant.” 


The E n flitli Press. 
L o n d o n , October 2 9 .—The Pall-Mall 
Gazette, writing about the Sackville in­ 
cident, expresses the opinion that the 
excitem ent over the West letter in Amer­ 
ica is largely stimulated for political 
effect. 
Except for the chance of catch­ 
ing the Irish vote by abusing England, 
it thinks no one in America would care 
two straws what Sackville wrote, said or 
thought. 
The Globe holds that the most satis­ 
factory denouement of the incident would 
be to send instructions to Sir Sackville 
to keep his opinions to himself while at 
W ashington. American election tactics, 
in its opinion, are outside the notice of 
any foreign power. 
The St. James Gazette m aintains that 
Sir Sackville cannot rem ain in W ash­ 
ington. 
It says he should have known 
better thgn to walk into a net spread be­ 
fore his eyes.

C A T A R R H . 


The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis­ 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarm ing extent and Is prodnc 
tlve of very serious consequences.
